Response to Amendment 

1 . This Action is responsive to the Applicant's Amendment filed on 2 September 
2003. Claims 1, 7, 31, and 37 are amended. Claim 2 has been canceled. Claims 1,3- 
5, 7-27, 31, 33, and 35-37 are pending in the application. 

2. Claims 20-23, and 25 were stated to be allowable over the prior art in a previous 
office action.
